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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-17, 19 and 22-34 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail. Murphy et al. do 
not teach or disclose the applicant's invention, specifically, the washer positioned between said 
cam and said interior of said housing as claimed in detail (claims 2 and 22); engagement means 
for said keeper to engage the keeper recess such that more than about 50 percent of the surface 
area of said keeper engages the keeper recess within said housing as claimed in detail (claim 13); 
a housing constructed to form a keeper recess to fit enclosably over at least part of said keeper as 
claimed in detail (claim 22).
